Blackmailer’s Letter. 

I have your lost boy in my pos- 
session. if you want him back, 
come to Delavan, Wis., arriving 
here on the afternoon of April] 3, on 
a train reaching here at 5:40 in the 
afternoon. Go to the city park at 
7:30 in the evening and place $500 in 
an envelope in the mouth of the big 
cannon. When you have done this, 
return to the hotel and the boy will 
report to you there. This letter is 
dictated by your own son and under 
no circumstances reveal its contents 
to anyone if you ever wish to see 
yeur child alive. 

Mr. Moon, who is not a rich man, 
Was aroused when he received this 
mysterious missive. Friends came to 
his aid and the detective agency de- 
termined to trace the ‘case. The 
agency arranged for the detective to 
go to Delavan in advance. Moon took 
the train as directed. With him he 
took the envelope stuffed to have 
the appearance of containing a roll of 
bills. In the envelope was a letter 
asking the writer of the anonymous 
letter to give a more explicit descrip- 
tion of the boy in his possession. 





The letter stated that there had been 
no assurance that the boy was the 
missing Harold Moon and requested 
that a minute description of the child 
be deposited in the mouth of the can- 
non an hour after the letter of in- 
quiry was received.

Mme. Homer Declares Fremstad’s Statement, 
That Opera Singers Do Not Make Good 
: Mothers Is Absurd.

NEW YORK, April 3.—Mme. Louise 
Homer, the prima donna, replied last 
night to Mme. Olive Fremstad’s asser- 
tion that it was impossible for an opera 
singer to be a good artist and a good 
mother at the same time, and that it 
was a shame for an opera singer to 
have a large family. 

Mme. Homer’s reply was not couched 
in words. 

“There is my answer,” she said, hand- 
ing the Post-Dispatch correspondent a 
photograph of her twin children taken 
with herself. ‘‘In any other form Mme. 
Fremstad’s statement is too absurd to 
discuss.”’ 

The twins are now a year and a half 
old. Mme. Homer has two other chil- 
dren, a girl of 18 and a boy of 6. She 
has continued her operatic career ever 
since her marriage. 

“They don’t look starved or neglected, 
do they?’ she asked, proudly exhibit- 
ing photographs of all four children, 
at her home, 266 West Eighty-ninth 
street; and they certainly did not.

Mme. Fremstad’s statement provoked 
a reply also from Mme. Johanna Gad- 
ski, who with her husband and 12-year- 
old daughter, lives in the Hotel St. Re- 
gis. 

“Mme. Fremstad undoubtedly voicee 
her own feelings, but she does not 
voice mine,’’ said Mme. Gadski. ‘She 
is wrong for two reasons: ‘Personally I 
find that children and motherhood are 
not a hindrance to art, and that what I 
lacked in emotion and realism as a 
singer before marriage I gained after 
I had,experienced the emotions of a 
mother. Children, tove and hope are 
the highest inspiration of art.’’ 

Mme. Gadski was of the opinion that 
Mme. Fremstad’s remarks, if taken lit- 
erally, would have the effect of dis- 
couraging young artists; that many gir! 
students if they. thought marriage 
should be denied them, would abandon 
all ambition to become great singers. 

One opera singer who would not be 
quoted remarked that Mme. Fremstad 
has no children, and therefore, per- 
haps, could not speak with authority on 
art in relation to motherhood.

GIBRALTAR, April 3. — Theodore 
Roosevelt ‘‘retired President,’’ as he 
calls himself, got a bit of a ducking 
when he returned to the Hamburg after 
visiting Punta Delgada, St, Michael’s 
Island, the Azores, Tuesday morning. 
Edward W. Creevey, the American 
Consul there, and William W. Nich- 
olla, Vice-Censul, came out for Mr. 
Roosevelt in an open boat. The sea 
was running 80 that only three other 
passengers besides Mr. Roosevelt dared 
to make the trip. Returning in tow 
of a launch the boat almost foundered 
in the waves, which were 10 feet high. 
As the boat approached the Hamburg, 
the gship’s band played “The Star- 
Spanglea Banner.’ Although his boat 
bobbed about like a cork, Mr. Roose- 
velt, whe wore an army Overcoat and 
Rough Riger’s hat, arose and took off 
his hat, and, cleverly balancing himself, 

stood up as long as the band played. 
‘He looks like Washington crossing 
the Delaware,’ laughed one of the Ham- 
burg’s passengers. 

Watches Chance and Jumps. 
Reaching the steamship’'s gangway, 
the boat, now on a wave’s crest, now 
in a hollow, was either far above or 
far below the landing stage. Mr. Roose- 
velt watched his chance and jumped. 
First Officer Kejster and a_e sailor 
grasped his arms, but Mr. Roosevelt 
slipped and a wave wet him up to his 
waist. When he got on deck the pas- 
sengers cheered him. 

“By George,’ said he, laughing, ‘‘they 
can’t kill me. My feet are wet, but 
that’ll do me good. One thing’s certain; 
I won’t melt.”’ 

Mr. Roosevelt would be the most 
popular passenger aboard even if, 
stead of being Roosevelt, he was plain 
John Smith. He was a master of cere- 
monies at a gymkana Wednesday after- 
noon and he laughed and jested with 
everybody. 

Kermit Roosevelt won several prizes 
at the games, one of them at bobbing 
for apples. Throughout the voyage 
Kermit has been very attentive to Miss 
Ruth Draper, Charles A. Dana’s grand- 
daughter. With her as a partner he 
won the whistling race in the gym- 
kana. ; 

The Captain’s dinner Wednesday was 
the feature of the trip. At it Mr. Pow- 
ell presented to Mr. Roosevelt a testi- 
monial signed by all the passengers. 


Unique Lanterns Applauded, 

As dessert. was about to be served 
most of the saloon’s lights were extin- 
guished and the stewards marched in 
carrying mediaeval lanterns and hol- 
lowed blocks of ice, Hluminated with 
candles and containing ice cream. Mr. 
Roosevelt led the applause that greeted 
them. The Hamburg-American liné 
gave beautiful dinner favors in honor 
of the occasion. 

Mr. Roosevelt made a little speech, 
thanking the ship’s officers for having 
done- 80 much to make the trip enjoy- 
able. All the passengers declare it has 
been “the best ever.” At the dance 
after dinner Mr. Rocsevelt asked Miss 
Draper to dance to the strains of the 
‘‘Beautiful Blue Danube.” 

Kermit Roosevelt will go into the 
railroad business when he gets home. 

The Hamburg is due at Naples Mon- 
day morning. The steamship Admiral, 
on which Mr. Roosevelt sails for Mom- 
basa, where she is due April 1, leaves 
Naples Monday afternoon. So probably 
Mr. Roosevelt will not go ashore at 
Naples, but will be transferred directly 
from the Hamburg to the Admiral

Timothy Moloney, one of the Demo- 
ratic asserts ‘that 
during his two terms in thé House of 
Delegates he was not identified with 
the combines. Mr. Moloney represented 
the Sixteenth Ward, and in one of his 
contests was opposed by William J. 
Brennan, now a member of the House 
of Delegates combine, who ran as an 


Council nominees, 


independent candidate. 


Mr. Moloney is an excavation con- 
tractor and has accumulated a consid- 
erable fortune. He has a good reputation 


jin business circles. The records of the 


House of Delegates verify Mr. Moloney’s 
statement that he voted for William H. 
Hughes for Speaker, April 21, 1908, and 
against John R. Fontana, who was the 
candidate of the faction composed of 
Democratic and Republican members. 
Upon a resolution offered by Fred 
Wiedmer of the Thirteenth Ward, Mr. 
Hughes was deposed as Speaker Sept. 
11, 1908, and Mr. Moloney was one of 
the 10 members who yoted against it. 
Andrew Gazzolo was elected Speaker. 
and John R. McCarthy, Speaker pro 
tem. Mr. Moloney voted against both 
of them. They were at that time sup- 
ported by the combine, which had 15 
members. Mr.. Moloney got no impor- 
tant committee assignments in the 
House while Gazzole Was Speaker. 


Voted for Combine Candidates. 

When the House was reorganized for 
the 1904-5 session, April 19, 1904, Mr. 
Gazzolo was again a . candidate for 
Speaker. He was nominated by Fred 
Wiedmer, who had bécome one of the 
leading members of the combine, and 
who was given important committee as- 
signments. This time Mr. Moloney voted 
for Gazzolo and against Mr. Birge, a 
Republican, who was not identified with 
the combine. He arso voted for John 
R. McCarthy, a combine man, for 
Speaker pro tem. and against William 
A. Block, the anti-combine candidate. 
However, Mr. Moloney fared no better 
in committee assignments this term 
than during the first year of Mr. Gaz- 
zolo’s speakership. 

Mr. Moloney was returned to the 
House of Delegates in the spring of 
1905. - When the House met for organiza- 
tion April 8 he voted with the Demo- 
crats to elect Daniel F. Meehan Speak- 
er and George Otto Speaker pro tem. 
He was. given an assignment on the 
Public Improvements Committee, gener- 
ally regarded as the most important in 
the House. 

Mr. Meehan was ousted as Speaker 
May 26, Mr. Moloney voting against the 
resolution. The combine members of 
the House generally supported the res- 
olution to oft Meehan, conspicuous 
among them being Conran, Gazzolo, 
Stannard, Weeke, Wiedmer and Witt- 
hoefft. Wiedmer nominated John J. 
O’Brien for Speaker, and he was elect- 
ed by acclamation. 

On Impértant Committees. 

Under the O’Brien regime Moloney 
was moved up from. last place on the 
Public Imprevements Committee to a 
position second in importance only to 
Wiedmer, who was the real leader of 
this combine. He served on this com- 
mittee during the remainder of his term 
in the House, and was also a member 
of the Engrossed and Enrolled Bills 
Committee with Conran ard Weeke, 
both combine men. 

When the House was organized for 
the last year of Mr. Moloney’s last 
term, April 17, 1906, he voted for John 
J. O’Brien for Speaker. Mr. O’Brien 
had the support of the combine mem- 
bers, and Mr. Moloney was again given 
the same important committee as be- 
fore. The make-up of the Wiedmer 
combine is very well shown in the sup- 
port that O’Brien had for Speaker as 
against Ralph Ceale. Those voting for 
O’Brien were: Bentley, Connell, Con- 
ran, Gazzolo, Gevers, Hallock, Kollas, 
Metzler, Moloney, Nash, Priesmeyer, 
Simmons, Wiedmer, Williams, Witt- 
hoefft and Zimmerman. 

One of the acts of the Wiedmer com- 
bine, which has been much criticised, 
was the passage of a bill authorizing 
the city to pay $1,700,000 for the Old 
Fair Grounds, subsequently purchased 
for $700,000. This bill was introduced 
June 22, 1906, by Delegate Standard of 
the Nineteenth Ward. It was read a 
second time June 2% and was referred 
to the Committee on Ways and Means, 
of which James T. Nash was chairman.

One 
day my sister sent in a couple of the 
boys to cheer me up. I -talked with 
them a while and found that they 
were pretty lively. They said they 
would not hesitate to rob a store or 
anything of that sort, and ‘then I 
thought of helping them. That night 
[I got up and my sister and I put on 
men's clothes and I got a revolver. 

“We went to: the store about 10 
o'clock. In the party there were four 
boys, my sister and myself. I had the 
gun. One of the boys suggested that 
we knock out a window, but I was 
afraid that would attract attention, 
so they finally decided to adopt my 
plan of cutting a hole In the panel 
and then throwing back the bolt. That 
worked and we were soon inside the 
store, 

Loot Hidden Under Church, 


“That is, three of us were, because 
the others stayed on the outside. Cars 
kept on. passing ang lighting up the 
place, so that it was hard work to get 
around without being -seen.’’ 

As if the whole affair was a huge 
joke, the woman told how her accom- 
plices took the stolen stuff to her home 
at 1496 Launderdale avenue. She and 
her sister had left the store prior to 
the boys, and were gréatly surprised 
when they found the load of stuff they 
had purloined.

Mrs. Waite visited the authorities to- 
day and charged that the woman hyp- 
notized their sons into joining her bur- 
gler gang.

Living Expensive in Paris. 

“In New York, and in Washington, 
my home, a girl can get board for $7 a 
week and have a chance of getting 
enough to eat, but not in Paris. There 
the minimum charge in a pension where 
there is any sort ef nourishing food is 
$9 or $10. And even then they are likely 
to feed you on horse meat. 
“Board, of course, is the student’s 
simplest item of expense. She must 
have her lessons in singing, in acting, 
in French, and she must have her ac- 
companist. 
“Some girls trust to picking up French 
in the pension. But the sort of French 
one learns in a French boarding house 
is, I needn't say, not that of the operas. 
“The best and cheapest way is for 
two or three girls to take a little apart- 
ment together, and have a maid to do 
their marketing and cook and launder 
for them. That is what I did.

The menace of Republican bossism js exhibited 
in the Post-Dispatch’s revelation of deals by 
which the House combine members are to be 
taken care of for permitting the party organiza- 
tion to nominate new men for the House of Dele- 
gates. Good nominations for the House of Dele- 
gates were greatly te be desired. With one ex- 
ception the Republican House ticket represents 
a great reform. It should receive the support 
of the voters. But the gain in the character of 
the House members will be offset to a large ex- 
tent if unfit men are to be appointed to impor- 
tant administrative offices. 

If Mr. Kreismann, in the event of his election, 
is true to. his public pledge to appoint only good 
men to office, the deals of the bosses cannot be 
carried out. He ought to make it clear that he 
is not a party to bargains which would blight his 
administration and injure the public service. 
There should be no doubt on that score. 

This deal illustrates the methods of the kind of 
bossism which now controls the Republican party. 
Although in the matter of nominations the Howe 
machine has an unusually good record, yet, like 
all political machines, it strives for power through 
spoils, and is ready to sacrifice public welfare to 
expediency and party success. 

The menace of bossism is shown also in the re- 
jection of Mr. Mulvihill for the School Board and 
in the juggling by which the names of three in- 
stead of two Republicans appear on the School 
Board tickets. The upsetting of the bi-partisan 
plan of electing public school directors is an at- 
tack on the interests of the public school system. 
This trick should be defeated by the election of 
two Democrats and two Republicans. The names 
of Mulvihill and Cave should be on every ballot 
cast. 

The nomination of Edmond Koeln for the im- 
portant office of Collector was brought about by 
a compact of ‘bosses to control the party and 
the spoils of office. That compact ought to be 
nullified by the defeat of soeln. ie 

The power of the ward bosses in the Democratic 
party was demonstrated in the nomination of 
House comb ne members whose records, published 


unfit for office. It is a reflection on the Demo- 
cratic party that the names of men of their type 
should appear on the ticket. 

The control of ward organizations by these com- 
bine bosses makes it difficult to defeat them, but 
every effort to this end should be made by the 
independent forces. The surest way to break the 
power of the disreputable elements which these 
petty bosses represent is to Cefeat them at the 
polls. 

If the power of party organizations is to be di- 
rected to good public objects, the bad purposes, 
the bargains and deals of party bosses, designed 
to gain personal and partisan advantage against 
the public welfare must be smashed. Vigilance is 
the price of good government. 
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It is cheering information that Dr. Eliot has 
not refused the ambassadorship to Great Britain, 
even if he has not accepted it. No one could 
better represent real American culture in a for- 
eign capital or perpettiate the traditions estab- 
lished by Motley and Lowell than the ex-president 
of Harvard. 
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A POLITICAL OUTRAGE. 

Tuesday will bring relief to a tired vocabulary 
as well as a tired people.

It conveyed the 
impression of a spontaneous popular response to 
the appeal of splendid deeds well performed and 
splendid qualities well displayed.

Now 
it is in evil case. It has been made the fellow 
of. such plebeians as “much enthusiasm” and 
“splendid greeting.” Where once it marked the 
conduct of a free people toward a president or 
joyous subjects toward their king, it row shows 
how a craven .proletariat feels toward its boss.

ICHEL NEY was the best known, most brilliant of Napoleon Bona- 
parte’s marshals. He was covered with wounds received in a hun- 
dred battles. Napoleon himself nicknamed him “the bravest of the 

brave’ and showered him with honors. 

After Napoleon was overpowered and packed off to the Island of Elba, 
in 1814, the Bourbon King, Louis XVIII, was placed on the throne of 
France by the allied armies that had crushed the Bonaparte power. Ney 
swore allegiance to the new King. Then Napoleon escaped from Elba, land- 
ed in France and marched toward Paris. Ney was sent at the head of a 
royalist army to capture him. But, at sight of his old Emperor, Ney fell 
To- 
gether they entered Paris. Louis XVIII fled for his life, and (thanks 
largely to Ney) Naboleon was again ruler of France. Then came the ‘‘Hun- 
dred Days” that ended in Napoleon's defeat at Waterloo in June, 1815, his sur- 
render to the Allies and his exile fe St. Helena. Ney knew his own life was 
forfeited to the now triumphant Louis XVIII. He hid in a friend’s castle, 
but was captured, tried and condemned to be shot. The Duke of Wellington,

But when he 
learned the facts Jie accepted it as Hud- 
son’s own. He also did mathematica! 
wonders, like extracting the cube root, 
while in the psychic state, but had no 
recollection of such performances in his 
normal moments, and could not repeat 
the solutions. 

He began writing the Aime of Na- 
ture” in 1853, being then in his eight- 
eenth year.

Beaten Three and One- 


Half Lengths. 





LONDON, Aopril 3.—Upsetting the pre 
dictions of the experts, the dark blue 
of Oxford finished three and a half 
lengths ahead of the light blue of Cam- 
bridge, today, in the annual race on the 
historic Thames, from Putney to Mort- 
laké, a distance of about four and one- 
quarter miles. The race was the most 


exciting in the long history of these 
dual contests and was witnessed by tens 
of thousands. 

The time was 19m. 50s., Im. 3s. below 
the record time for the course, made by 
Cambridge in 1900, 

Cambridge Wins Toas, 

Cambridge won the toss and chose 
the .Surrey side of the river, giving 
her a slight advantage owing to wind 
and current conditions. This advantage, 
coupled with the fact that Cambridge 
was the natural favorite, gave the light 
blue supporters the greatest confidence 
and many big wagers were made just 
before the race started. The starting 
pistol was fired at 12:30 and with the 
tide slack,: water smooth and but little 
wind. 

Stroke Stewart immediately hit up a 
fast clip and the Cambridge boat shot 
a quarter of a length to the front. The 
Oxford lads were on their mettle, how- 
ever, and Cambridge’s finest effort 
could only increase this to three-fourths 
of a length at the end of the first mile. 
On the way to Hammersmith Bridge 
the Oxford boat began to show its 
power and by the time the bridge was 
reached, 1% miles from the start, the 
two crews were on evén terms. 

Oxford at this stage, seemed to have 
more reserve strength than the Cam- 
bridge rowers.» The race for a half mile 
here was the most désperate seen in 
years, neither boat apparently being 
able to gain an inch. The pace began 
to tell on Cambridge, however, and 
Oxford crept slowly ahead, amid deaf- 
ening cheers: from thé banks. 

After gaining half a lengths’ lead, Ox- 
ford lost her advantage by. being hin- 
dered by one of the spectator’s barges. 
This threw: the crews on even terms 
again, but Oxford, now thoroughly 
aware of her superiority, fought desper- 
ately and at one and three-fourth miles 
had regained a lead of haif a length. 
Cambridge was evidently tiring, and 
when Barnes’ Bridge was reached, which 
marked the last stretch of the race, the 
Oxford boat began to forge rapidly 
ahead. 

Oxford spurted unexpectedly imme- 
diately after passing Barnes’ Bridge and 
before Cambridge could recover, the 
dark blue was two lengths ahead. 

From then on there was nothing to the 
race but Oxford. With a victory assured 
the big men‘in the Oxford shell bent 
their backs to their blades and sent the 
boat cutting through: the water at a 
faster clip at the close than at any 
other time in the race. 

Not a man in the Oxford boat was in 
the least distressed, while the Cam- 
bridge oarsmen ‘were clearly rowed out 
to the last shred. 

The average weight of the crews was: 
Oxford, 176% pounds; Cambridge, 174%. 

Oxford's victory today made her thir- 
ptieth. Cambridge has won 33 times and 
one of the races was a dead heat. 

Cambricge was a strong favorite. 
Their captain, Stewart, is reckoned one 
of the fastest strokes in “ngland. Their 
trials had pleased’the critics immengely 
and on one occasion, about a month 
ago, they did the full course in the 
splendid time of 19 minutes 1 second, or 
only 11 seconds more than the famous 
Harvard crew's record trial time in 1906.

It is within the discretion of the Col- 
lector to expend his commissions al- 
most ag he pleases, and to turn into the 
treasury as much or as little as he 
chooses. His @ appointments are not 
subject to confirmation by the Mayor, 
and a collector who is so disposed can 
build up a strong political machine. 

From 18% to 1897 Henry Ziegenhein 
turned back $61,538.12, and his successor, 
Charles F. Wenneker, while Ziegenhein 
was Mayor, turned back during the four 
year of his term $49,349.96. In the last 
four years Mr. Hagerman has turned 
back $196,393.30. 

Stationery, printing and ‘‘sundries” 
cost the city during Ziegenhein’s term 
as Collector $189,952.30, and during Wen- 
neker’s administration of the same of- 
fice, $186,228.75. Hagerman’s outlay for 
the same supplies in the last four years 
has been $70, 594—a reduction of 63 per 
cerit. 

Mr. Hagerman gives personal attention 
to every department of his office, and 
has never permitted any subordinate or 
clerk to buy any printing, stationery or 
other supplies. All such are purchased 
on competitive bids. 


Edmond Koeln, Republican nominee 
for the collectorship, conducts a mgving 
picture show at Sixth and Market 
streets. He was proprietor of the Min- 
strel bar, at 116 North Sixth street, 
during his term in the House of Dele- 
gates, and at the time when the “wide- 
opeh” character of the saloons in that 
neighborhood caused an anti-wineroom 
crusade to be started. 

A room in the rear of Koeln’s bar was 
frequented b¥ women as well as men. 
The saloon was a loafing and meeting 
place for members of the House of Del- 
egates combine for some years after 
Koeln left the House. In the latest 
House boodle scandals, the Warner- 
Priesmeyer cases, it was brought out 
that a meeting was held at Koeln’s be- 
fore the bribery transaction at the City 
Hall. 

Koeln represented the Eleventh Ward 
(Carondelet) in the House from 1901 to 
1908, and was defeated by an emphatic 
vote for re-election after his official rec- 
ord had been condemned by citizens of 
the ward in a mass meeting. The par- 
ticular grievance of Koeln’s constituents 
was that he voted with the Butler com- 
bine, of which he was a leading mem- 
ber, to throttle needed street car legis- 
lation. 


The Butler combine determined, at the 
outset, to clinch its hold on matters 
of legislation by everthrewing the de- 
Cision of the voters in two wards. A 
forgery was Gommitted in the office of 
the Board of Election Commissioners, 
by which John R. Fontana and T. J. 
Buckley, Democrats, were certified as 
having been elected in the Twenty-sec- 
end and Twenty-fourth wards. The 
Election Commissioners officially de- 
clared that a forgery had been cemmit- 
ted, and that Harry McChesney and 
W. G. Buechner, Republicans, had been 
elected from the wards in question. 

With this official declaration before 
them, and while Circuit Attorney Folk 
was questioning witnesses in the effort 
to fix the crime of forgery en some in- 
dividual, the combine members of the 
House voted to recognize the forged 
certificates as legal. Koeln veted with 
the cembine, and the two lawfully 
elected members of Koeln’s own party 
were thrown out. This act was the 
most serious scandal during Wells’ first 
administration. 

For his loyalty te the combine Koeln 
was rewarded by being made Speaker 
pro tem. ef the House under the speak- 
ership ef Fontana, whe succeeded Jim 
Crenin as the combine speaker. 
Crenin, Fontana, Koeln and Gazzolo, 
who later became Speaker of the House, 
were all saloonkeepers. During this pe- 
riod it was &® common jest that any- 
ene could empty the House chamber by 
crying, *“‘Your saloon’s on fire!” — 
Koeln’s associates in the Butler com- 
bine included several men then under 
penitentiary sentences, which they later 
served, for bribery committed in the 
previous House. He joined the combine 
at the outset, in a meeting called by 
Butler and held at the Hotel Rozier. 
Koeln exacted his present nomination 
from Howe as the price of peace. Two 
years ago Koeln and his South Side al- 
lies defeated Howe's plan for a high- 
class House ticket, and foisted on the 
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positive terms, indorsed Hagerman’s rec- 
ord, and recommended his re-election. 


Michael K. McGrath, Democraticcan- 
didate for City Register, is a political 
He has served as Clerk of the 
Federal Court, Secretary of the City 
Council, Clerk of the Criminal Court, 
Secretary of State for four successive 
terms, State Senator, City Building In- 
spector, and Assistant State Examiner 
of Building and Loan Associations. 

He has made his home in St. Louis for 
most of the time when he has not been 
holding office at Jefferson City, but he 
was for a short time a resident of Se- 
dalia, where he was editor of a Demo- 
cratic daily during the campaign in 
which D. R. Francis was elected Gov- 
ernor.

He is a veteran of the Union Army, 
and has a son, Prof. Charles E. Witter, 
principal of the Frement Schoel and 
president of the St. Louls Society of 
Pedagogy. He is foreman of the com- 
posing room of the Globe-Democrat, a 
position he has held almost continuous- 
ly for 27 years. 


August Hamensteadt, Democratic 
candidate for City Marshal, is head 
of the wall paper department in a large 
downtown furniture and carpet house. 
He is witheut an office-holding record. 
State Senator Thomas BP. Kinney and 
Constable Mike Kinney ‘are his broth- 
ers-in-law. He lives at 37324% Vest ave- 
nue, North St. Louis. 


George P, Weinbrenner, city marsha] 
for four years past, is running en the 
Republican ticket for re-election. His 
administration as marshal has been free 
from complaints ef ‘‘graft’’ in the police 
courts, deg pound and ether depart- 
ments in the marshal’s care. 

Weinbrenner was jury commissioner 
during the Felk boodle prosecutiens. 
The selection of honest juries was of 
paramount importance at that time, and 
Mr. Folk, who never had occasion te 
complain of Weinbrenner’s jury panels, 
has testified to the faithful way in 
which Weinbrenner performed this duty. 
He is a practical politician, and has 
been a member of the city committee. 


Corpelius J. Daeey. Democratic 
nominee fer Inspector of Weights and 
Measures, is a preduce dealer, and has 
never held public office. He is a wid- 
ower, with two children, and lives with 
his sister at 2744 St. Louis avenue. 


Peter Anderson, now State Senator, 
is the Republican nominee for this in- 
spectorship.

He struck out nine players and made 
the only three-bagger during the game.

These 
teams are in the West End division of 
the league. 

In the South Side division the Fre- 
monts galloped away from the Gar- 
fields by a score of 13 to 5.: The Mon- 
roes, in the same division,’ defeated the 
Froebels, 6 to 6. 

After a rest of several hours after 
the morning games the young players 
were to assemble again in the after- 
noon, for the schedule requires double- 
headers on Saturdays. After the five 
divisions of the league have played out 
their schedulés the five pennant winners 
in each léague will play only on Sat- 
urday and week day afternoons. 

It will take the entire month of April 
to run out the division schedules. The 
divisions are the West End, South Side, 
North End, Central and River. Each 
division has now eight teams. Each 
team in each division will play every 
other team in that division one game.

U ful Thursday night presentation 

of “Cavalleria Rusticana”’ and 
“I Pagliacci,” the Lambardi Grand 
Opera Company at the Odeon last night 
offered a “Carmen” seriously marréd 
by the failure of Dolores Frau, the title- 
role star, to give a satisfying interpre- 
tation, either vocally or dramatically, 
of the part upon which the entire suc- 
cess of Bizet’s finely ardent opera vi- 


Sally depends. 


It was a great surprise and a great 
disappointment. As Agsucena in the 
Wednesday night .offering of “Tl Trov- 
atage,’’ Frau acquitted, herself so wel] 
as‘to give bright promise of an ade- 
quate Carmen,, widely different though 
the two roles are in their demand upon 
the artist to whom their portrayal is 
entrusted. Last night, however, her 
voice revealed itself as strangely in- 
competent to develop the beauty of the 
Carmen score, lacking the necessary 
emotional range and being so devoid of 
the passionate and velvety contralto 
quality indispensable for the singing of 
this role as to leave neo® only unsatis- 
fied those who remember the presenta- 
tion of Carmen by certain others in the 
past, but to cause as well a certain re- 
sentment of so grave a deficiency in 
what was otherwise an admirable pres- 
entation of the opera as a whole. With 
the character’s dramatic aspect also in- 
adequately brought out, Frau’s Carmen 
takes its place as the least pleasing ever 
offered in St. Louis by an artist of note. 

Battain Presents a Fine Don Jose. 

In so far as is possible under such 
calamitous conditions the performance 
was redeemed by the quite convincing 
Don Jose of Eugenio Battain, whom we 
heard so satisfyingly ag the Edgardo 
of Monday night's presentation of “Lu- 
cla,”’ and by the truly gdmirable Esca- 
millo of Angelo Antola, the great bari- 
tene, who so distinguished himself as 
Alfio in the ‘‘Cavalleria’’ and as Tonio 
in the ‘I’ Pagliacci’’ of Thursday night. 
The singing and acting of the Don Jose 
role by Signor Battain was delightfully 
adequate, consistently rising in strength 
to meet the dramatic requirements of 
the story and the vocal demands of the 
score until, in the last act, he gave 
us, both in voice and in the player’s art 
of creative incarnation, a figure of hope- 
less tragedy so acute and vital as to 
take rank with the best Jose embodi- 
ments of the past years. 

A Great Toreador by Antola, 

As the Toreador, one of the most vir- 
ile and masculing roles in all opera, 
Sig. Antola revea to us a novel dra- 
matic conception of the part which, I 
now believe, sounds its essential key- 
note. He made the pull-fighter a vastly 
vain creature in a big and aggressive 
way, filling him with the complacent 
conceit of the redoubtable fighting-man, 
with whom woman, next to the joy of 
combat, is the all-mastering passion. 
His infatuation for Carmen and his 
contempt for Don Jose and eagerness 
to come to hand-grips with that luck- 
less rival for Carmen’s light love, were 
alike powerfully indicated, giving to 
the Toreador the fullest and _ truest 
character-significance I have ever seen 
imparted to it. 

In his singing of the Escamillo score 
Sig. Antela was excellently capable, 
save that he refrained from employing 
to the fullest his splendidly resonant 
and overwhelming voice in the Toreador 
song; this, to me, seeming an error of 
judgment on his part. The song in 
question is a greatly boastful chant, the 
careling of a strong man who feels in 
every fiber of his being that he is loved 
by women and feared by men, and, 
consistently, it should be sung in this 
spirit, ringingly and with unrestrained 
exultation, 

Strong Support by Mauceri and Others 

In the Zuniga role Sig. Mauceri again 
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possible to its limitations, his great 
basso voice delighting its hearers at 
every moment of its exercise. Little
